This law been serious attack 
Massachusetts workers, pushing thou- 
sands into poverty and forcing thou- 
sands more, under the threat in- 
come, into intolerable working condi- 
tions. 

The law has left open door for 
the bosses fire harass people will. 
Like the American Biltrite worker who 
off his job when the roof was 
leaking onto his electrical machine and 
then was fired and denied benefits. 
(These are the victims the Dukakis’s 
law.) 

Tens thousands workers have 
been forced wait three months 
get eligibility determination often 
losing their entire savings. The majority 
are then denied benefits and find 
selves the streets with income all. 
Gaines asks where they go. The answer: 
part-time jobs, moving with their 
family survive, all the while searching 
for work state where there 
even enough jobs for the 81,000 offi- 
cially unemployed let alone those unac- 
counted.

How did they arrive such 
conclusion? Here’s simplified 
way understand (leaving 
aside any consideration 
currency backed silver 
holdings): 1949 owned 700 
million ounces gold, each 
worth $35. Therefore, could 
have only 700 million times 35, 
24.5 billion, paper dollars 
circulation. However, the en- 
suing years the government 
printed more than 24.5 billion 
dollars quite bit more, and 
anyone who added the balance 
sheet knew it. Naturally, most 

dollars were created 

good causes, like overseas 
loans, space etc., but 
lot them were poured into 
Vietnam. 


What they were created for, 
however, not important here 
the simple fact that they were 
created. Why? Because each 
dollar made all them just 
that much less valuable against 
1971 the dollar that once 
was “as good gold” $35 per 
ounce had officially become 
pegged gold $42 per ounce. 
Unofficially, gold prices rose 
$60 and $70 per ounce, then con- 
tinued zig-zag fashion high

The attitude

Candidates for city offices: 
decidedly mixed field

voters are 


with problem the municipal 
elections November there are 
plenty candidates, but few are 
willing take stand even dis- 
cuss campaign issues. Which 
not say there aren’t any issues; 
just that most the candi- 
are following the 
time-honored tradition ignor- 
ing them. 

Voting Cambridge has for 
many years been remarkably 
simple task. The Independents 
stand for Cambridge parochial- 
ism hire city employees un- 
less they were born and bred 
Cambridge (preferably fam- 
ily related one the council- 
ors) and sure around 
help when the residents 
neighborhood want sidewalk re- 
paired. The liberal slate (this year, 
1975, operating under the 
umbrella title Con- 
stands for “reform,” 
improved social services, reten- 
tion rent control and profes- 
sional management city de- 
partments. 

The only issue that has been 
widely debated condominium 
conversion (see Phoenix, Octo- 
ber 4). converting apartment 
units for sale condominiums, 
landlords are able evade the 
city’s rent-control administra- 
tion. Convention ‘77 candidates 
have claimed conversion going 
such accelerating pace 
that threatens the entire rent- 
system. Most the Inde- 
pendents dislike rent control 
begin with and are opposed 
any restrictions condominium 
conversions. 

Other issues that have been 
mentioned are expansion the 
city’s tax base through increased 
development (supported mainly 
the pro-business Independ- 
commissioner (opposed 
Independents because will cost 
money and put control the de- 
partment more the 
hands) and reform such 
administrative offices the law 
department, license commission 
and building department, which 
have long been the patronage do- 
mains the Independents, par- 
ticularly Walter Sullivan. 

Nine city council and six school 
committee seats are for grabs, 
but unlikely that more than 
three four incumbents are 
real danger being defeated. Six 
city councilors Independents 
Walter Sullivan, Tom Danehy 
and Leonard Russell and liberals 
Barbara Ackermann, Saundra 
Graham and Frank Duehay are 
virtually certain re-election. 
The other three Mayor Vel- 
lucci, David Clem and Dan Clin- 
ton may for difficult 
time.

The 
first woman chair the Cam- 
bridge Democratic City Commit- 
tee, she pushing for expanded 
social services but increased 
taxes. Wylie, former councilor, 
finished 13th last time out, and 
also three-time loser the elec- 
tions for Cambridge’s state sen- 
ate seat. has strong liberal cre- 
dentials but may have picked 
too much reputation 
regain his council seat. 

Crane’s biggest advantage 
that the son four-time 
Cambridge Mayor Edward Crane. 
has campaigned very hard 
knocking doors throughout 
the city, but may have settle for 
just getting his name known this 
time around. Frisoli the major 
threat Vellucci: his strongest 
support, like Vellucci’s, comes 
from Italian-Portuguese East 
Cambridge. Frisoli finished 12th 
last time but had only fewer 
first-place votes than Vellucci. 

Little change expected the 
school committee.

classed items.” 
Enterprising gold bugs over 
the years purchased hundreds 
thousands gold coins from 
Austria, Hungary, Britain, Mex- 
ico and Switzerland. Even. the 
Soviet Union got into the act with 
small coin minted especially for 
export the West. Because these 
coins had little numismatic 
value, they were known the 
trade coins and sold 
for only slightly more than their 
value gold. 

was the demand for this sort 
of. coin. that moved the South 
African government start min- 
ting the Krugerrand 1970. 
However, since the coin could not 
meet the Treasury’s standards for 
collector’s item (it was new 
coin rather than re-strike 
antique one), the gold coin 
market remained the made-to- 
sales territory the 
merchants Austrian koronas, 
Mexican pesos, and British sov- 
ereigns. These coins were mar- 
keted quietly, through dealers, 
with none the flair that now ac- 
companies the sale Kruger- 
rands, but the volume each case 
represented many millions 
dollars annually and, each case, 
was the government the 
country which made the profits. 

was 1975 that the 
government (apparently acting 
independently monetary pol- 
icy, the simple notion that 
people have right own gold 
coins) lifted the gold ban, making 
legal for citizens once again 
own gold bullion. With the lift- 
ing the restriction, South 
Africa began actively marketing 
its Krugerrand this country. 

With this background informa- 
tion established, several ironies 
should apparent. First, the $35 
gold our government shipped out 
meet dollar obligations abroad 
before 1971 was, practically 
speaking, struck into coins and 
shipped right back for sale 


times the original. Second, the 
dollars that went buy the gold 
coins the new, higher prices 
flowed out the country, 
replicating the same balance 
payments problem that had caus- 
the original gold price rise. 
Third, gold policies, which 
began raising gold prices and 
spending lot money keep 
them up, have been reversed: the 
aim now drive gold prices 
down, either selling from the 
pressuring the International 
Monetary Fund make similar 
sales. And last, the 
attempt outlaw gold ownership 
was just about successful as, 
and certainly much more costly 
than, its attempt prohibit the 
consumption alcohol. 

What will happen next the 
gold market? one knows, but 
possible conclude what 
ought done: the government 
should stop fighting the rising 
trend gold prices. Such policy 
would entail ending the pretense 
that the remainder the Treas- 
gold holding worth only 
$42 ounce. might also entail 
minting gold coin for sale the 
domestic market. Such coin 
would not only satisfy our 
citizens’ newly revived (and per- 
haps irrational) desire own the 
precious metal, would also keep 
American dollars from flowing 
overseas. The competition 
provided the korona, the peso 
and the Krugerrand would cer- 
tainly healthy. 

benefit from 
minting such coin would 
decline inflation. Why? Be- 
cause people would buy gold 
when appeared profitable 
when the dollar was 
decreasing value) and would 
sell gold when appeared 
longer profitable hold (when 
the dollar was holding steady 
appreciating).

The dry and near-dry 
Vouvrays ordinary vintages are meant 
consumed when they are young and 
fresh; those more substantial and sweet 
live very long time (for white wine, that 
is) aging slowly great subterranean 
caves. 

will tasting the dry and some 
the semi-dry Vouvrays currently 
available Boston stores. They are 
moderately priced, from something over 
just under per bottle. These 
wines ought suitable for sipping 
with snacks and cold lunch late 
supper, accompany first courses, and 
for serious eating sweet fish, chicken, 
and light meats; comple- 
ment pork especially. Vouvray should 
always served moderately chilled. 

Before discussing the individual at- 
tributes these Vouvrays, few general 
observations. The wines sampled are 
very similar one another, and all are 
quite pleasant, you can’t wrong 
price choice most unusual and 
agreeable situation. All are wines con- 
siderable charm and fruit, seductive 
the nose and satisfying the mouth. 
seems that Vouvrays ought 
more often seen restaurant wine lists. 
Interestingly, there were discernible 
differences between the Vouvrays mark- 
demi-sec and the others (sec without 
designation altogether).

When the activities cease re- 
late The real life, the play be- 
comes nothing more than open-ended 
series self-contained mime routines 
exactly what Shore set out avoid.

watts 1.0 percent distortion when 
driving reactive loudspeaker. Much 
the art power-amplifier design 
engineering devoted overcoming this 
problem. This dictates the choice 
output transistors (at 
sacrifice sound quality), and 
substantial portion the circuitry 
typical power-output stage the 
protection circuitry needed immunize 
the amplifier from misbehavior blow- 
out due load reactance. the power 
amplifier could tailored for optimum 
operation with just one loudspeaker, 
instead having cope with the 
differing load characteristics 1000 
different speaker models, both the design 
engineer and the circuit could more 
efficient. 


proposed: instead combinirig the

For example, crossover inductor 
usually has hand-wound, its value 
customized for the speaker will used 
in. the inductor made large, adds 
the reactance the speaker, making 
harder for the amplifier drive well:

cost, may saturate and cause distortion 
high power levels. 

Bi-amplifying eliminates the need for 
the passive crossover. Separate small 
power amplifiers are used drive the 
woofer and tweeter each speaker, and 
simple electronic filters takes care the 
task channeling the low and high 
frequencies the amplifiers. course, 
any conventional loudspeaker using pairs 
ordinary full-range power amplifiers 
and electronic crossover; but that 
approach costly and requires great 
sophistication the part the user. Bi- 
amplification powered loudspeaker 
far more cost-effective, since unnecessary 
duplication and flexibility can 
eliminated; the amplifiers and crossover 
filters are custom-tailored for the speaker 


characteristic impedances the 
four-to-16-ohm range and must work 
with amplifiers having 
high damping factor. But powered 
loudspeaker the speaker and amplifier are 
married, the designer free set 
non-standard relationship between them 
that will improve performance.

sound product appears which sets new 
standard for price/performance ratio. 
Such item offers substantially higher 
level performance ‘than has hitherto 
been available product class price 
range or, put another way, rad- 
ically reduces the price that must paid 
obtain it. result, opportunities for 
enjoying accurate and musically natural 
sound reproduction are opened for 
those many consumers previously barred 
the cost high-accuracy equipment. 
Another result, course, that are 
forced re-evaluate the criteria which 
judge the value products, and many 
products that formerly seemed good in- 
vestments now become non-competitive. 

case point new recording 
microphone capable sound quality 
comparable that many professional 
studio microphones, yet you can buy 
local stores for about $12. Actually has 
been available since last year but its 
manufacturer has made attempt 
publicize its quality, and has just re- 
cently been discovered provide un- 
usually fine sound for budget mike. 
the Superscope Model EC-1, omni- 
directional electret microphone listing for 
$15 but discounted $12 less byt 
many Superscope dealers who carry it. 

(Incidentally, introduction on- 
location recording published the 
May, 1977, Phoenix hi-fi supplement, 
recommended another $15 microphone 
suitable budget unit for beginning re- 
cordists. That recommendation now 
obsolete, since the EC-1 
capable much better sound quality.) 

Attention was first drawn the 
Superscope EC-1 recording engineer 
David Griesinger Cambridge. the 
BAS Speaker, the journal the Boston 
Audio Society, published the fre- 
quency response the microphone, mea- 
sured comparing its output with that 
B&K laboratory calibration micro- 
phone. found the response 
KHz; actually, while the mea- 
surement stopped Hz, the micro- 
phone’s response good below Hz. 
having unusually flat 
overall response characteristic, the EC-1 
also smooth. (Some mikes have flat 
balance but exhibit ragged response, 
which adds audible coloration the re- 
corded sound.) recent weeks other 
local recordists and audiophiles have 
independently confirmed the wide 
and smooth response. addition mak- 
ing recordings with pair, have also 
used the EC-1 for radio broadcasting 
with satisfactory results. 


Microphone basics 

Microphones are commonly described 
dynamic, ribbon, condenser (capa- 
citor), and electret. 

dynamic mike actually just con- 
ventional loudspeaker which has been 
miniaturized and wired operate re- 
verse. (In fact, desperate situation 
with microphone available, you can 
wire ordinary loudspeaker plug 
and use reverse. Like the loud- 
speaker, the dynamic mike contains dia- 
phragm attached voice coil’’ small 
coil wire) suspended the field 
magnet assembly. These parts can 
made quite rugged low cost, dy- 
namic mikes can cheap and reliable. 
(ElectroVoice, major manufacturer 
mikes for radio/TV broadcasting and 
public-address systems, fond 
demonstrating the ruggedness its dy- 
namic mikes using mike hammer 
nail into board, with change the 
mike’s performance.) The output signal 
from the mike depends only the physi- 
cal characteristics the diaphragm, the 
winding the coil, and the magnetic 
field, all which can mass-produced 
very uniformly. Just with dynamic

loudspeakers, the performance improves 
rapidly with increasing cost until you get 
about $100, beyond which the de- 
sign engineers apparently start running 
into the limitations the medium; many 
small mechanical resonances remain, add- 
ing mild colorations the sound. 

The ribbon microphone operates 
the same theoretical principle the 
dynamic; the essential difference that 
ruggedness, economy, and ease manu- 
facture are given favor im- 
proved smoothness. 

The “condenser” (or, properly, 
microphone analogous the 
electrostatic loudspeaker. strikes the 
heart the dynamic, mike’s limitations 
employing very low-mass dia- 
phragm with electrostatic force field 
acting uniformly over its entire surface, 
reducing diaphragm resonances and pro- 
ducing smooth, uncolored response. But 
this performance can obtained only 
high cost (usually above $200 retail). 
high-voltage supply, typically 200 
volts, required produce the electro- 
static force field. The impedance the 
capacitor element (the diaphragm) 100 
million ohms more, electronic 
impedance-converter circuit must built 
into the microphone order that its sig- 
nal come out usable low impedance. 
Together the impedance-converter and 
the power supply circuits substantially 
raise the cost (and reduce the conven- 


ience and reliability) condenser mikes. 
Condenser mike systems are widely used 
professional recording because their 
superb quality, but they are seldom pur- 
chased consumers for use home 
for taping local concerts. 

The electret mike was made possible 
two technological developments: 
plastic materials which, when heated, will 
take and hold permanent high-voltage 
charge, thus maintaining permanent 
electrostatic force field (these materials 
are called because they are the 
electron equivalent magnets); and 
field-effect transistors (FETs), suitable 
for use impedance converters, needing 
only battery power them and not in- 
volving the size, heat, power consump- 
tion and unreliability vacuum tubes. 
Marrying the electret diaphragm with the 
FET impedance converter gave birth 
the electret mike capsule, with its poten- 
tial provide capacitor-mike smooth- 
ness and range low production-cost 
and needing only battery instead 
costly external power supply. 

recent years the principle 
has been both wor- 
shiped and scorned. Ever since the elec- 
tret mike was introduced the mid- 
1960s, has been widely claimed and be- 
lieved that electret operation provides 
professional condenser-microphone per- 
formance dynamic-mike prices bet- 
ter transient response, smoother fre-

quency response with less coloration, 
elimination diaphragm resonances and 
breakup, better clarity, higher highs and 
lower lows, all moderate cost. Unfor- 
tunately early electrets did not live 
that promise. Many electret micro- 
phones have been introduced over the 
past five six years with under-$100 
price tags, and most have exhibited 
multitude deficiencies: annoying 
sample-to-sample variability (making 
difficult get for stereo recording well- 
matched pair); poorly damped resonant 
peaks the 10- 13-KHz region, caus- 
ing sibilance recorded voices and edgi- 
ness string sound; high circuit noise 
level and very poor overload level the 
built-in FET impedance converter (caus- 
ing distortion when loud sounds were re- 
corded); and generally unsatisfactory re- 
liability, with mikes’ losing their sensi- 
tivity when subjected heat, humidity, 
mechanical impact. 

few fine electret mike systems have 
been introduced that are free these 
problems, but they are aimed the pro- 
fessional market and are, accordingly, 
high-priced, more than $100 each. 
lower prices, available electret mikes have 
been, the whole, less satisfactory 
choices than dynamic mikes the low- 
to-medium price class. One notable ex- 
ception was fine electret capsule de- 
signed (locally) Thermo-Electron 
Waltham, Massachusetts, but this cap- 
sule was never incorporated into prod- 
uct available for purchase. 

sum, the Superscope is, last, 
the first microphone that fulfills the 
original promise the electret: smooth, 
uncolored, widé-range sound the sort 
budget price formerly associated with 
only mediocre sound. 

you will like the sound this micro- 
phone. may too smooth and neutral 
for your taste. It’s accident that the 
majority microphones the market 
have rise output upper-middle and 
high frequencies order add vivid- 
ness, crispness, and articulation the 
sound. But you have accurate loud- 
speakers, then you will find that smooth 
and neutral microphones will the best 
job capturing the true sound music 
without adding their own colorations. 

Another issue worth considering that 
the Superscope EC-1 
microphone, sensitive ‘sound 
arriving from all directions. Many popu- 
lar microphones are having 
directional sensitivity pattern that they 
can aimed toward desired sound and 
away from undesired background sound. 
(Superscope does supply cardioid elec- 
tret microphones, higher prices, but 
they may not have the smoothness and 
range the EC-1, especially low fre- 
quencies.) Certainly there are many good 
uses for cardioid mikes, but concert re- 
cording they widely misused. common 
mistake professional recording use 
close-up cardioid mikes capture lots 
detail, making the recording 
that then becomes necessary mix 
extra mikes add artificial rever- 
beration order restore the spacious- 
ness that was rejected the directional 
microphones. This approach often pro- 
duces poor stereo imagery well. Jim 
Long Electro/Voice has given good ad- 
vice this subject: 

“If you can afford only one type 
microphoné for recording, buy omni- 
directional. The need, recording, for 
cardioid’s reduction room reverbera- 
tion and unwanted background noise 
often overrated amateurs and profes- 
sionals alike. frequently fight get 
enough the room experience, live re- 
corded. Two properly placed omnidirec- 
tional microphones can provide impres- 
sive musical results with minimum 
risk and frustration.”

Genesis real 
improvement

are routinely filled 
with claims innovations and design im- 
provements providing supposed benefits 
the buyer, and this true 
loudspeaker advertising any other 
product literature— perhaps even more 
so, view the lack convenient 
specifications define the performance 
quality speaker. Most such 
novations and improvements are 
mythical, course, existing only the 
mind the ad-copy writer; 
indeed beneficial but are not really new, 
being things already general use that 
have simply been given new names 
make the product seem special. Most 
the genuine improvements loud- 
speaker performance recent years have 
arisen not from any fundamental innova- 
tion, but instead from systematic refine- 
ment standard designs, more attention 
quality-control manufacturing, and 
the correction mistakes earlier 
designs. 

Occasionally, course, genuine im- 
provements turn out attribut- 
able innovation either design 
manufacturing process. current ex- 
ample the introduction magnetic 
fluids the construction tweeters. 
Within the past year, three major New 
England loudspeaker manufacturers have 
introduced new models with tweeters 
employing magnetic fluid (Acoustic Re- 
search, Advent, Genesis), and number 
other speaker makers are considering 
the same move. 

Ferro-magnetic fluid basically li- 

quid (such oil) which has been dis- 
solved powder consisting iron-oxide 
particles similar those used recor- 
ding tape. Actually the particles are even 
smaller than those tape (too small 
see microscope) and are not elongated 
like those used for recording. Since the 
particles contain iron, they are attracted 
magnetic field. understand how 
the magnetic fluid used, have 
look loudspeaker anatomy. 
The operating heart loudspeaker 
wire, held place narrow cylindrical 
magnet. The magnet part the metal 
frame the loudspeaker, and the coil 
attached the paper cone dome which 
pushes the air. Current from your 
amplifier goes through the voice coil and 
creates magnetic field which reacts with 
the permanent magnetic field the gap 
move the voice coil back and forth, 
that the attached paper cone dome also 
vibrates which creates waves the air 
that hear sound. Got that? 


description applies both woof- 
ers and tweeters. The difference between 
woofer and tweeter simply matter 
size. tweeter the diameter the cone 
dome has small order get 
broad dispersion the sound, and the 
mass the moving parts (including the 
voice-coil) has very low that they 
can vibrate easily rate 10,000 
more times per second. order keep 
its mass low, the coil must small and 
made very fine wire. Now one the 
basic facts electricity that when 
electric current goes through wire 
heats the wire; this how toasters and 
electric heating systems work. when 


through 


you play music loud, the large amount 
current flowing from your amplifier 
through the speaker voice-coils cause the 
coils (especially the tweeter voice-coil) 
become hot. Tweeter burnout has been 
major problem recent years. 


consider what will happen 
you walk loudspeaker and 
some ferro-magnetic fluid into the mag- 
net gap around the tweeter voice-coil. 
Normally, since liquid, you might 
expect that the fluid would simply dribble 
out the gap and drip onto your pants. 
But this fluid metallic. strongly 
attracted the magnetic field the gap 
that cannot dribble out; simply stays 
there permanently. you put the right 
amount the fluid, will fill 
enveloping the voice-coil liquid 
bath. Now most liquids, like the coolant 
automobile engine, are excellent ab- 
sorbers and conductors heat. when 
the voice coil gets hot, its heat absorbed 


the fluid, which then gets hot itself. 


But since the fluid has filled the gap, 
contact with the magnet surfaces form- 
ing the gap; the cool metal magnet ab- 
sorbs the heat from the fluid, which then 
can absorb more heat from the voice-coil. 
fast you heat the voice coil 
feeding electrical current the 
stereo amplifier, the heat conducted 
through the magnetic fluid the 
the speaker magnet itself, which large 
enough piece metal absorb quite 
lot heat without becoming dangerously 
hot. 

One other property the magnetic 
fluid critically important. The billions 
tiny iron-oxide particles are freely 
suspended the oil, not touching 
each other, they not form 
electrically conductive path. The 
fluid does not conduct electrical 
current. did, would 
form electrical short- 
circuit from the voice- 
coil the magnet, 
shorting out the 
current which 
must flow 


voice coil 
make the 
speaker work. 
Obviously this 
stuff magical. easy 
install during the loudspeaker 
production process, holds itselt the 
right place permanently, substantially 
improves the power-handling capacity 
tweeters, and does without impairing 
the electrical mechanical properties 
the tweeter. And not 
Incidentally, it’s accident that New 
England speaker-manufacturers were the 
first adopt the ferro-magnetic fluid for 
cooling tweeters. The fluid itself 
product local technology, manufac- 


tured Ferrofluidics Corp., which 
located the Middlesex Turnpike 


throw from the Burlington Mall. 
Like many products advanced tech- 
nology, the ferro-magnetic fluid expen- 
sive: about $3000 Fortunately, 
each tweeter. 


look another problem that 
arises conventional tweeter design. The 
strength the magnetic field the gap 
depends the width the gap itself; 
the narrower the voice-coil gap, the 
stronger the magnetic field and the 
more efficient the conversion electrical 
current (in the voice-coil) into acoustical 
power. But the gap cannot made ar- 
bitrarily narrow. The voice-coil 
suspended the center the gap, 
vibrating and fro. The thing that 
holds the coil the center the gap, 
preventing sideways motion, 
circular piece stiff fabric called the 
“spider.” Ideally, the coil should 
remain precisely centered 

the gap vibrates back 

and forth. But the real 
world nothing perfect: 
centering the spider 
may not exact when 
the speaker assembled 
and glued the 

factory; the speaker 

may knocked 
about when 
shipped the 
store and 


carried 
home; and 


the coil may 
wobble 


side 
vibrates and fro, 
producing sound. 

The gap must 
made relatively large 
allow for these mech- 
anical Otherwise 
the voice-coil might rub against the 
sides the gap vibrates, making 
loud, raspy, scraping sound. 

Now, guess what happens when ferro- 
magnetic fluid squirted into the gap? 
The magnetic field the gap equally 
intense all around the voice coil, and the 
magnetic fluid rather viscous. 
sucked into the gap the fluid 
automatically distributes itself uniformly 
all around the coil; being viscous, the 
fluid exerts some sideways pressure 
against the coil, but since the uni- 
formly distributed the pressure from the 
fluid equal all sides. inevitably 
the coil pressured into precisely 
symmetrical position the center the 
gap. And since the magnetic field holds 
the fluid place, the self-centering ac- 
tion the coil permanent. This process 
works well that the spider longer 
needed; thus the assembly the tweeter 


simplified and the job 


made much easier. 

The voice-coil centering effected the 
magnetic fluid precise and reliable 
that the gap can reduced width 
without fear voice-coil rubbing. 
Result; more efficient tweeter, well 
one which more reliable. The more ef- 
ficient tweeter requires less electrical 
current from the amplifier produce the 
desired high-frequency sound levels, 
the problem voice-coil heating 
further reduced. Alternatively, the de- 
option, the improved magnetic 
efficiency can traded off for other ad- 
vantages for example lower-mass 
voice coil whose reduced inertia may 
yield more accurate transient response. 


The ferro-magnetic fluid has one more 
effect. Its sheer viscosity applies damp- 
ing sudden rapid voice-coil mo- 
tions. characteristic viscous dam- 
ping that its retarding force propor- 
tional speed; gradual, controlled 
motions the voice-coil are unaffected, 
while sudden jerky motions are 
brought under control the fluid. Thus 
the fluid tends suppress high-fre- 
quency resonances and ultrasonic mis- 
behavior tweeters. Whether this 
clearly audible benefit, rather than just 
theoretical one, not yet clear. But may 
not benefit all. tweeter which 
already optimally damped, the effect 
the viscosity may simply roll the 
top end the tweeter’s response and 
slow its rise time high-frequency tran- 
sients. One local speaker manufacturer 
whose tweeters are notably well-made 
skeptical about the desirability 
magnetic fluid for this reason. course, 
the speaker employs tweeters that are 
inherently underdamped and tend 
overshoot transients, the damping 
fluid may just the touch needed 
yield flat response. 

Although ferro-magnetic fluid being 
used mostly tweeters far, also has 
potential applications improving the 
béhavior midrange drivers and 
woofers well, and many 
manufacturers will experimenting 
with the months come.

couple days later (the party was 


still week away), wandered into 


AudioTronics Inc. This time brought 
along two records that favorite Bette 
Midler and new Abba. Midler’s had 
song with boomy bass been unable 
hear improved upon when compared 
with friend’s $800 marvel, 
played the first cut, and crawled right 
the wall; that minor distortion 
attributed the failing amp turned out 
have been etched into the groove the 
eight-gram stylus pressure.

But the Spinno 007, new belt-drive 
model, seemed pretty nifty, and Audio 
City had sale with nice cartridge. 

A-Z Sound Hut encountered the 
lone saleswoman entire odyssey. 
Long afterwards, pondered why there 
many women out there who care 
about the ecstacy the true north align- 
ment whopping megalocephalic in- 
dex. still don’t know. 

Her routine was familiar, and now 
all the sales personnel were blending into 
amorphous mass. Choose speakers. 
Proceed receiver, either the best the 
world the one that’s sale. Turn- 
table: auto manual? With cheap car- 
tridge, real cartridge, without? And 
thank you, take their card. 

was about here that decided rule 
out the discount houses. The reason was 
mostly temperament: the insur- 
ance-buying type. The discount-house 
approach perfectly practical, espe- 
cially you know how match compo- 
nents one another and know what you 
like. But the HiFiCretin wanted 
able send all back and buy 
another GE. 

continued tour the full-ser- 
vice stores. Hear and Now was next. 
preferred 100s Finito 
23s, but was unsure because the show- 
room button-equipped. They had 
two turntables sale, one auto, one 
manual, both good brands. And two well- 
known receivers were recommended. But 
most interesting all was the dirt the 
salesman told about who moved 
which loudspeaker company for what 
reason. also told why this made 
Quantum 7/5s and Nemesis unre-

worked for ToTo Sound, and quit be- 
cause the lies was instructed tell. 


ToTo Sound was next, and 


maybe was prejudiced, but ruled them 
out pretty quickly. had get there the 
moment they opened find free sales- 
man. seemed lackadaisical and unin- 
formed: the Spinno 007?” 
asked, and then made incorrect 
assumption about its characteristics. And 
button was 
broken. Now maybe just happened 
come the day just happened 
break but the place had just opened, 
the button failed the night be- 
fore. any good hi-fi store have 
the parts and the know-how fix such 
junior-high-project device posthaste? 

salesman the next store was also 
ToTo and repeated almost 
word for word sales pitch that was still 
say the Sanka the finest turntable the 
world because its Tuned 
Speed Control?” and neither nor any 
stereo friends could answer. The 
clincher was provided neighbor, who 
related (first-hand, not I-heard-this- 
from-a-friend-of-a-friend) the story 
buying Sanka from ToTo. They had the 
best price, and included full service, 
when the Sanka broke brought back, 
and was told the manager that the 
sales slip indicated service beyond the 
warranty. 

One down and three go. plan for 
those three was return again and again, 
gathering information competitors’ 
products, writing all down, asking 
them about what everyone else said. 
short, made royal pest myself. 
Wreckless gave lecture about how 
they didn’t have that much time waste 
mere $400 sale. different Audio- 
Tronics salesman (they don’t work 
commission) again led system 
above price range. And with only 
weekend before the party, was 
despair. 


stereo market Boston set 
make impossible for HiFiCre- 
tins make informed choice. Every 
dealer has its own line speakers, either 
house brands exclusive-distributor- 


ship-in New England brands. There 


some turntables, but 
even the backbiting terrific. Wreck- 
less claimed the Spinno’s springs stretch 
with age. The store that carries them 
claims Spinno uses precisely the kind 
spring this happens least with. There 
suggested that easy measure the 
arm with balance; the eyes lit 
this sales rebuttal and said 
willing write sales slip guaran- 
tee about the springs lifetime free 
replacement should pressure ever vary 
more than percent. But Wreckless ob- 
served correctly that AudioTronics 
seemed try talk people into systems 
more expensive than bargained 
for. Hear and Now claimed that al- 
though Wreckless did bigger volume, 
they turned their favored buying posi- 
tion not into lower prices but into higher 
profit margins. Wreckless, return, 
strongly hinted that Hear and Now was 
going bankrupt soon, since 
closed two stores and added All Sales Fi- 
nal” the bottom their sale ads 
(meaning they were looking for quick 
cash pay off some creditors). Wreck- 
less also claimed that one Audio- 
favorite receivers broke down 
lot. (Pseudonym decoders please note: 
you Spoonerize the name this receiver 
that is, lange the chetters the begin- 
ning two nearby words you get what 
sounds like sexual arousal famous 
opera.) 

recited this litany consumer rage 
all three stores; you might say was ad- 
justing the volume the salesmen the 
loudest wouldn’t automatically sound 
best. two the three, was greeted 
with some hostility. Wreckless sug- 
gested that might not shopping for 
stereo all was secretly doing re- 
search for term paper? (No, but ca- 
veat vendor was that comment 
which gave the idea for this article.) 
The salesman AudioTronics, acting 


was being calm despite considerable 


internal rage, got admit that no, 
had never told that Kleinfelter XYYs 
sounded clearer than Advent 3s; de- 
cided this for myself, listening. And 
what did all pages statistics mean 
hear the difference? Strange, 
thought, that this unbiased process twice 
costly (and, admittedly, perhaps 
percent better) than systems proposed 
the other two stores. 

Every salesperson was selling his 
own pet theory why his stuff was 
good and everyone else’s was junk. 
one, far could tell, was selling 
truth. But then came two peak experi- 
ences; which convinced was con- 
fronting not much stereo jungle 
stereo 

The first occurred the showroom 
Wreckless Stereo. salesman was chat- 


ting with man who represented several 


manufacturers. walked in, eaves- 
dropped, and then delivered con- 
sumerism litany, threatening govern- 
ment regulation. The rep expressed some 
sympathy, but explained that sales- 
who gives advice undiluted 
consideration what he’s selling 
lasts very long. riposted that seemed 
bit much say that your competition 
going bankrupt when fact they gave 
one the two stores you adduced 
evidence because high crime, while 
the other was reopened 
few hundred yards away. salesman 
then flatly denied had ever said that 
Hear And Now was going broke. Was 
hallucinating? argued with him about 
memory that was less than hours old, 
and established own satisfaction, 
least, that had firmly placed that idea 
head with series leading ques- 
tions. (Later, witnessed his doing this 
again. happens spring when 
you pull lot?” asked. “It 
was the reply.) 
While this salesman was distracted 
momentarily, the rep looked sheet 
notes, where had dutifully written the 
name every salesperson talked to, 
and said rather quietly that far the 
most honest person the list was here. 
Not here the store, but here where 
was pointing; his finger rested next the 
name one the two discount-house 
salespeople. His other reassurance was 


that although people often fear

The signal cables deserve similar at- 
tention, not only the end where they 
plug into the receiver but also where they 
plug into sockets underneath the turn- 
table (except cases where the cable 
permanently soldered terminals there). 
The standard RCA phono plug used 
most audio cables contains two metal 
parts: protruding central probe (which 
inserted into the socket and carries the 
musical signal) and surrounding skirt 
(which connected the cable’s shield 
and must have snug grip-on 
ior part the socket when plugged in). 
order improve your system’s de- 
fenses against hum and radio interfer- 
ence, occasionally check every plug 
sure that its metal skirt makes tight fit 
when plugged in. Pinch crimp the skirt 
slightly, necessary, order achieve 
this.

table cables are designed combat this 
problem: they have precisely made, 
very stiff skirt which scrapes away any 
corrosion the socket when plugged in. 
With these, you have un- 
plug and the plug into the socket 
several times, twisting the plug slightly 
each time obtain good wiping action, 
which scrubs the socket surface clean. 
However, the skirts most phono plugs 
are too flexible for this technique work 
reliably, alternative approach 
simply use pencil eraser rub cor- 
rosion off the exterior metal surface 
each phono socket.

Read the fine 
print the label sure that the solu- 
tion does not contain lanolin other 
greasy substances. You want clear iso- 
alcohol diluted with nothing but 
clean water. 

There are also some excellent tape head 
cleaning sprays containing freon the 
principal ingredient. Nortronics tape 
head spray one such, and very good. 
favorite cleaning fluid Radio 
Realistic No. 44-1011, excel- 
lent spray containing both freon and al- 
cohol. But not follow their instruc- 
tions and spray the solution the heads 
flush away dirt; this wastes fluid and 
contaminates the air. Use short squirt 
moisten cotton swab, then use the wet 
swab scrub the heads.

ure becomes more likely with age: the 
electrolytic capacitors, used both 
er-supply filter capacitors and inter- 
stage coupling devices. When the filter

citors are leaking. There standard 
maintenance procedure for prolonging 
the life these capacitors, except use 
the equipment regularly (capacitors de- 
cay most rapidly when the power 
turned off for months end).

Had known more 
about stereo and been more confident, 
probably would have ended buying 
from that 
fellow. Had not shopped around lot, 


would never have been shifted the 
AudioTronics manager, most agreeable 
and informative guy. Had not hung 
around Wreckless Stereo, would never 
have been able withstand the wither- 
ing sales tactic, ridiculing laughs and all. 
Had not made quality/price prefer- 
ences clear, the salespeople would have 
had read mind, and had done 
too stridently, they would have been lot 
more alienated than they were. Had not 
investigated the slightly out-of-the-way 
Hear and Now showroom, 
have had the satisfaction buying 
Discwasher middlingly expensive rec- 
ord-care system) from another fair but 
losing fighter. And just perhaps, had 
not made clear all that was con- 
tinuing talk other stores, the Audio- 
Tronics price might not have dropped. 


Finally, since I’m but one customer 


among many, let indicate where 
think experience may biased, for 
the moral issues aren’t 
white may have made them seem. 
Wreckless salesmen often told the truth 


they didn’t need for example, 


pointing out that five different turn- 
table brands all shared the same motor 
and mechanism. And suspect that ToTo 
Sound was much worse, but caught 
them much quicker, listened them 
less and thus haven’t mentioned them 
much here. Hear and Now seemed en- 
gage middling amount mudsling- 
ing about the competition (more than 
AudioTronics, less than Wreckless), but 
highly specific sort. There dif- 
ference between junk and junk sculp- 
ture, but I’m not qualified decide 
which category Hear and stories 
fall into. I’ve used pseudonyms this ar- 
ticle, since AudioTronics not always 
the best all possible stores, and Wreck- 
less isn’t the worst. 

But the story isn’t quite over. got the 
system home, set up, and sounded 
marvelous for about half day. Then 
started hearing distortion certain 
middle frequencies. Sol came over, 
fiddled with the knobs and his head- 
phones, and diagnosed the fault the re- 
ceiver, probably the pre-amp. Had 
bought from the discount house, would 
have been crawling the walls. The recei- 
ver went back AudioTronics, 
listened and heard the distortion, and fi- 
nally found the problem the record it- 
self.

About third the 
new records I’ve bought are sloppily re- 
corded; ear has improved much 
that it’s often pained.

power costly. Typi- 
cally, you can-expect pay for every 
watt per channel above certain base;

come the field profes- 
sional audio from many different 
backgrounds that one them can 
said guaranteed success. And the 
field itself hugely various, with large 
area between music-mix engineers one 
end and equipment-design engineers 
the other. course there’s some over- 
lapping knowledge, but any job pro- 
fessional audio requires specialization. 
“Engineer,” then, broad term, which 
learned how make high-quality mix 
well designer with advanced de- 
grees electronics. typical back- 
ground for any job professional audio 
entails mixture engineering and 
musical skills it’s just that the propor- 
tions differ. 

The design-engineering high-fidelity 
products largely not taught aca- 
deme. Although being design engineer 
requires solid background technical 
matters, this alone not enough. sense 
the aspects engineer- 
ing problems, realistic knowledge 
parts, and keen notion cost- 
effective are all necessary. The best way 
learn such things, naturally, do- 
ing them, but unfortunately there are few 
places where person can practice with- 
out suffering financially, one way an- 
other. 

Most people aiming for equipment- 
design jobs professional audio usually 
begin getting BSEE (Bachelor Sci- 
ence Electrical Engineering) good 
engineering school. But such person 
would, while pursuing that degree, have 
educate him herself the ways 
the world undertaking practical proj- 


ects (perhaps through work-study pro- 
grams) fill out and sharpen what has 
been learned the classroom. There be- 
ing usually little academic empha- 
sis audio, the student would have 
grapple with the subject the library 
the test bench. Later, perhaps profes- 
sors could into allowing proj- 
ects done sound reproduction, 
even though the glamorous work en- 
gineering schools supposedly more dif- 
ficult than that (microwave pipe design, 
for example). 

The prospects for jobs audio engi- 
neering are not especially good: very little 
equipment being designed the US, 
and even less being made here. really 
bright and imaginative individual can, 


with little luck, overcome this problem 


starting his own company, however.

differences, matter how minute. 
have hear difference things. 
Obviously would absurd deny 
that audible differences éxist. But 
know, the basis psycho-acoustic in- 
vestigations, that you have complex 
program material, six percent distortion 
not readily detected the ear. When you 
get down single pure tones, possi- 
ble hear distortion well below one per- 
cent. But anyone who tells you that 
she can hear the difference between 0.04 
percent and 0.01 percent distortion, 
think, having fantasy. The way one 
determines what one can can’t hear 
many audiophiles don’t want deter- 
mine the facts any sort scientific 


test, they simply want assert that they 
hear what they hear. think just self- 
deluding silliness which causes people 
their equipment and 
far more than they really have 
to. The slick magazines are frequently ac- 
cused being lackeys the advertisers; 
but obviously, when Julian Hirsch writes 
that don’t expect hear differences 
among certain categories equipment 
once has achieved certain quality 
level, this flies the face what some 
our advertisers are saying. it.

cuss it. want provide interesting 
editorial material for our readers. They 
want sell product. Most the time 
our views coincide, because the 
interesting they are not going sell 
it. and large not inclined con- 
centrate either very expensive very 
inexpensive products, because the bulk 
our readers are not interested them. 
will cheerfully test $600 product; tend 
resist testing $3000 preamp (al- 
though has editorial interest 
enough craziness built into it, 
might it). After the product picked 
for review, send the manufacturer form 
requesting that they take the product into 
their own lab and run full set tests 
before shipping us, and ask 
them send the test data, 
can compare our measurements against

asking the manufacturer take 
the review unit off the production line 
and test out, you are also giving him 
opportunity tweak its performance 
and make better than the samples 
which consumers buy stores.

than our test data shows. It’s not really 
practical “soup commercial 
product without its showing some 
way. think possible that some 
manufacturers some products, such 
cartridges, are picking out good 
ones from the lot. When have really 
gotten suspicious about that, have 
gone out and borrowed samples from 
friendly dealers: Interestingly, have 
not ever had our suspicions confirmed. 

How often you get product

Now, does Julian Hirsch the 


measurements, writing

his own? 

Yes. Julian gives complete and 
finished report, which edit carefully for 
number things. For example, never 
want inadvertently insult manufac- 
turer. manufacturer gets insulted 
edit for clarity, and spend certain 
amount effort translating 
sometimes complex technical thoughts 
evaluations into language. 


the things Julian does 
give personal note with 100 words 
comment his feelings about 
the product comparison others its 
class, and his feelings about the 
this product the hi-fi world. Sometimes 
call him and ask him for his reaction.

Any question value, afraid, 
ultimately subjective. you may have 
gathered, not someone who 
responds fads and fancies.

ing deep bass response. Their sound

And have heard stereo systems whose 
bass was, like Wordsworth’s world, too 
much with us: rich, heavy, boomy but 
poorly defined. 

However, have seldom heard stereo 
system whose low end sounded realistic. 
The purpose this article why 
accurate deep-bass response rare, and 
then see what can done about it. 

begin the beginning, consider the 
recording microphones. Perusal the 
catalogs professional microphones 
(from AKG, Beyer, Electro-Voice, Senn- 
heiser, Neumann, etc.) discloses, unhap- 
pily, that frequency 
more consumer hi-fi myth than pro- 
fessional engineering reality. Most the 
costly microphones the major recording 
companies use not have flat re- 
sponse. Most exhibit bass rolloffs 
varying degrees, and many exaggerate 
high frequencies well. 

The record-cutting system another 
culprit. few mastering engineers cut 
records with honest low end. But 
most companies common practice 
use blend-and-cut bass filter. There are 
several reasons for this. One simply 
that the lowest-frequency sounds pro-

Now, let’s compound the problem even 
further. have been talking about only 
one driver but, all know, most 
loudspeakers have several. they all 
operate the same frequency range, they 
all behave virtual images each other, 
creating even more complex patterns 
frequency-dependent diffractive 
ference. The greater the number 
drivers, the worse gets. Some manu- 
facturers contend that bouncing this 
diffractively garbled radiation pattern off 
back wall (making the pattern even 
more convoluted more virtual images!) 
they have ‘effectively simulated the am- 
biance live music situation.’ Non- 
sense. They have given the acoustic 
equivalent fun-house mirror when 
what needed was good set bino- 
culars. Fortunately most loud- 
speakers, the various drivers are as- 
signed different frequency ranges, which 
avoids interference, although diffraction 
still occur whenever the ranges over- 
ap. 

Consider the acoustic picture 
just described. Diffractions 
room, cabinet and the loudspeaker array 
have all conspired produce dizzying 
conglomerate virtual images: all 
them interacting produce beams and 
dead spots that wander about the room 
willy-nilly. It’s sort like listening 
marching band seated moving 
bumper car. 

The ear presented with enor- 
confusing situation. must work 
overtime trying untangle the image and 
figure out which sounds are coming from 
where and when. eventually tires 
doing and, totally bamboozled, exper- 
iences the syndrome known listening 
fatigue.

And 
yet, sense, have been talking 
about phase and time delay all along. You 
see, all these diffraction problems 
thé whole matter radiation pat- 
tern and image formation can ex- 
pressed time/phase/frequency prob- 
lems. can power and frequency re- 
sponse. They are, fact, all intertwined, 
descriptions the same phenomenon 
from different viewpoints. 

Any attempt address one aspect 
the problem while ignoring the others can 
generate new one worse than the origi- 
nal. For example, electronic equalization 
loudspeaker for frequency re- 
while ignoring its time delay 
characteristics can produce gross anom- 
alies sound quality. Michael Gerzon 
the Mathematical Institute Oxford de- 
vised test wherein large phase shift 
“bump” was switched and out 
loudspeaker with otherwise uniform 
characteristics. Although the frequency 
response was flat both cases, pro- 
nouncedly quality was audible 
normal program music when the net- 
work was switched in.
